Production  of  Lumber,  Lath,  and  Shingles  in  Michigan  194Cii/ 


The  preliminary  estimates  of  lumber  production  in  Michigan  indicate  an  in¬ 
crease  of  26,9  percent  over  the  1939  production  as  reported  by  the  census. 


These  estimates  are  based  on  material  obtained  from  the  sawmill  operators 
as  a  part  of  the  lumber  census  conducted  by  the  Forest  Service  in  cooperation  with 
the  United  States  Census©  All  estimates  are  subject  to  correction,  with  the  final 
report  to  be  published  by  the  Bureau  of'  the  Census,, 


In  1940,  400  active  mills  producing  50,000. feet  or  more  annually  sawed 
422y 708,000  feet  of  lumber  and  sawed  ties.  In  addition,  these  mills  produced 
5,536,000  pieces  of  lath  and  13,321  squares  of  shingles  during  the  year.  The 
production  by  species  is  shown  in  the  following  table;

In  addition  to  this  cut  there  is  estimated  to  be  647  mills,  sawing  less  than 
50,000  feet  annually  which  produced  13,870,000  feet  of  lumber©
